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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

With respect to claim 1, lines 5-6, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "traction" 
in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for performing a 
specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) preceding "means," it 
is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth 
paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

With respect to sub paragraph "c" of claim 1, the applicant has failed to recite the 
hoisting apparatus as being attached/connected to any other part of the lifting device, only it's 
function. Further, in sub paragraph "a", the phrase "capable of traveling along a specific path", 
doesn't define any structural property of the carriage. Note that any non-fixed or non-stationary 
item has this capability. Finally, in lines 19-20, what item has the defined horizontal movement? 

In claim 2, are these the same traction means of claim 1? 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or properly amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. The primary 
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reason for the allowable subject matter of claim 1 is the inclusion of a hoisting apparatus with 
two traction mechanisms attached to the platform, and a rigid pivoting member pivotally 
attached at respective ends to the carriage and the lifting platform, the member preventing 
uncontrolled lateral movement of the platform relative to the carnage and enabling vertical 
movement of the platform linked with horizontal movement of the carnage. The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest the claimed features absent the applicant's own disclosure. 

Conclusion 

The prior ait made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hunt #1,348,138, Toxer #6,106,210, Pfleger #5,205,379, Hernandez #6,318,503, 
Hock #4,252,491, Winkless #9,790, Miller #5,335,755, Blasen #3,341,034, Harnischgeger 
#1,938,658, Sferra #5,199,843, Lenz #4,015,685, Hunt et al #4,440,262, and Thompson 
#2,349,389 are cited to teach platform lifting assemblies.
